1. Novelty and Inventive Step 

Dl discloses a digital camera which records a plurality. of newly prepared image files 
in a recording medium in which a plurality of directories to manage a plurality of 
image files are formed, and which reproduces a desired image file from the recording 
medium. D2 relates to a method that records still pictures onto a recording medium 
creats to write the management information in order to ensure efficient access. 



The subject matter of Claims 1 to 20 is regarded as managing multimedia contents in a 
portable apparatus to increase efficient management and for searching for multimedia 
contents by index information based on a user's preference. But it is obvious to a 
person skilled in the art to combine D2 with Dl to arrive at Claim 12.. Therefore, 
novelty can be acknowledged for the subject matter of Claims 1 to 20, but Claims 1 to 
20 do not involve an inventive step. 



2. Industrial Applicability 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4). 



The claims are directed to a device and method for managing multimedia contents in a 
portable digital apparatus by configuring preferred indexes and grouping the multimedia 
contents according to a user's preference and storing contents, thereby providing 
quick, convenient searches for the desired data. 
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
